their various charges. 


The service will be of the 


most solemn and

vided for in the rituals of the 
church 
As Pope Leo has been 


so wielj known and so univer- 
sally beloved by people of all 
sects, these services will, un- 
doubtedly, be attended 'jy vast 
throngs. 


The period of mourningg is 


thirty days, during which time 
the draperies and

It 
is his duty when the pope is elected 
to advance, kneeling and offer the 
white Zuzzetto, or small cap, 
the 


emblem of papal dignity, to the new 
pontiff, who is expected to remove 
his red cap and put the white one on 
his head and the red one on the head 
of the kneeling officiating monsignor 
as a sit^i that he will soon create 
him a cardinal.

What is perhaps the largest hanging 


bell in the world is to be seen in Man- 
dalay. This is the Mingun bell, on the 
right bank of the Irawadi, almost 
opposite the city of Mandalay. This 
immense bell measures as follows: 
Height to crown, 12 feet; diameter at 
the lip, 1C feet 3 inches: thickness of 
metal, from 6 to 12 inches. It weighs 
about eighty tons and is suspended on 
tliroe massive round beams of teak 
placed horizontally the one over the 
other, their ends resting on two pillars 
of enormous size, composed of mason- 
ry and large upright teak posts. This 
bell was cast at the end of the eight- 
eenth century under the superintend- 
ence of the reigning king.

Novel Boat, the Fanl««le, Inventrrt 


by • Frenchman, Said to Have Giv-

The application of the screw t« the 


propelling of ships was one of the 
great and fertile inventions of the 
nineteenth century, and the improve- 
ments made In power machines, in the 
means aiid material of propulsion,in all 
kinds of conditions und in the arrange- 
ment of the screw appear to hav«^ ^ 
reached the limit of progress in the art 
of navigation, BUJ s the New York Her- 
ald. 


Quite recently there have been shown 


the remarkable advantages of the ap- 
plication of turbines to the movement 
of ships—that is to say, an arrange- 
ment by which the screws are turned 
by the direct and immediate applica- 
tion of steam to the shaft. It is evi- 
dent that by this system a real advan- 
tage is obtained from several points of 
view—simplification of the machinery 
and moving parts, greater safety in the 
action and, finally, a more rapid and 
regular movement to induce the great- 
est speed. 


TJntortunately on this new line, 


which seemed to promise pc-rfect re- 
sults and to form in a way the ideal 
system, a grave, or, rather, an insur- 
mountable, difficulty was met with— 
that is to say, a disastrous phenome- 
non was encountered, caused precisely 
by the acceleration or exaggeration of 
the speed of tbe screw. 
It is now 


known that when a screw turns in a 
liquid mass beyond a certain deter- 
mined speed a cavity is produced, so 
that the screw turns in a void. 


Quite recently the study of this phe- 


nomenon, which is called the "break- 
ing of water cylinders," or "phenome- 
non of cavitation," was the object of an 
interesting communication to tbe Paris 
Academy of Sciences. The result of 
this pheuomeuon, today perfectly un- 
derstood, is that a very large part of 
the dynamic energy—that is to say, of 
the motive and propelling power—is ab- 
sorbed by the formation and mainte- 
nance of this cavity. There is therefore 
a considerable loss of power, amount- 
ing to three-sevenths of the generating 
or initial power, and the speed of the 
vessel can no longer pass a certain 
limit, in spite of the enormous force of 
power per ton of material. 


To reach the greatest speed thefft 


have been put on slnps^ two and even 
three screws, moved by very great 
power, which is evidently out of pro- 
portion to the results obtained—results 
which even appear ridiculous, in view 
of the power used. Thus the great ob- 
jections to the screw are well known, 
and the problem is clearly defined of 
how to exceed present speeds with 
much less power. 


A French engineer has now come for- 


ward with the idea of a really radical 
nature of doing away with the screw 
altogether on ships and of abolishing 
even the rudder. 
He has constructed 


and operated a little boat in the struc- 
ture of which 110 one can see any ma- 
chinery or exterior arrangement and 
whose movement, evolutions and speed 
are asserted by him to give an incom- 
parable superiority over all that has 
been hitherto done or attempted. He 
declares that tins has parsed tbe stage 
of plans or designs and is an actually 
accomplished fact. 
x* 


This new system, which at first ap- 


pears fantastic, but which has been 
tested and is founded on rigorously sci- 
entific principles, can be applied to all 
kinds ol ships, even to submarine boats, 
to which it gives the speed which baa 
been Jacking until now. 
Indeed, it 


is iu Submarine boats'that the screw- 
less and rudderless system will bring 
the great improvement which is anx- 
iously awaited by all the navies of the 
world. In this new system there are 
none of the complicated parts, or the 
shocks or vibrations of the screw sys- 
tem, nothing of the inconvenience* ot 
cavitation, .for there is no screw.
